ments for peacefu l relations be­ 
tween nations. 
"We shall also be solicitou s

Pope Offers 
Church’s Help

VATICAN CITY (AP) —Pope 
Paul VI offered in the first en­ 
cyclical of his reign today to go 
beyond "a watchful and under­ 
standing interest" and help seek 
honorable solutions of disputes 
threatening world peace. 
Without specifying 
exactly 
what his intervention m i g h t 
take, the Roman Catholic pontiff 
wrote: 
"Regarding the great and uni­ 
versal question of world peace, 
we say at once that we shall 
feel it specially incumbent upon 
us not merely to devote a 
watchful and understanding in­ 
terest, but also to entertain a 
more assiduous and efficacious 
concern. 
"This will be, of course, with­ 
in the limits of our ministry 
and so utterly divorced from 
purely temporal interests and 
strictly political forms, but it 
will be eager to make its con­ 
tribution in educating mankind 
to sentiments and ways of act­ 
ing contrary to violent and 
deadly conflict, and in fostering 
rational 
and civilized agree­ 
ments for peaceful relations be­ 
tween nations. 
"We shall also be solicitous 
to help by proclaiming higher 
human principles that should 
serve to temper the passions 
and selfishness from 
which 
armed conflicts spring, and pro­ 
mote the harmonious relations 
and fruitful collaboration of all 
peoples, and we shall be ready 
to intervene, where an oppor­ 
tunity presents itself, in order 
to assist the contending parties 
to find honorable and fraternal 
solutions for their disputes." 
The Pope also proposed a 
joint discussion with non-Chris­ 
tian religions, aimed at defend­ 
ing common ideals. 
The 14,000-word encyclical- 
a letter to Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops around the world — put 
down "practical guidelines" for 
Paul's 13-month-old pontificate. 
It was a broad statement of 
the role of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the modern world. Its 
title — Ecclesiam Suam, His 
Church — was derived from the 
first two words of its official 
Latin text. The reference is to 
Christ.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
words "daylight saving time" 
and America's crazy-quilt time 
system may be on the way out. 
A House Commerce subcom­ 
mittee will take up and likely 
approve a bill Tuesday that 
overhauls the U.S. time system 
and attempts to bring order out 
of what the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission calls "in­ 
creasing chaos” in American 
time. 
A similar bill was approved 
by the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee. No public opposition has 
arisen so far, and there just 
may be enough time left to push 
the bil through Congress before 
the session ends. 
Basically the bill would set up 
uniform areas that would move 
their clocks ahead and back at 
the same times every year. For 
the most part, the bill would do 
away with situations in which 
one community is on standard 
time and the town next door on 
daylight time. 
According to testimony be­ 
fore the House subcommittee, 
the country has such situations 
galore. 
The bill now before Congress 
would try to end the nation's 
confusing time situations with 
these provisions: 


1. The United States, except 
for Alaska and Hawaii, would 
be divided as now into four 
zones: Eastern, central, moun­ 
tain, and Pacific. In addition, a 
new Atlantic zone would be 
created. This would be off the 
East Coast and not over any 
mainland at all. 
2. To save daylight in warm 
summer months, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would 
create a single subzone in each 
regular zone. This zone would 
be a geographic whole and 
would connect with the full zone 
to the east. 
3. Daylight saving time would 
begin for all subzones on the 
last Sunday in April and end on 
the last Sunday in October. 
4. It would not be called day­ 
light saving time atal .Instead, 
the ICC would assign each sub­ 
zone to the full zone to the East. 
In other words, a person living 
in the central time sub zone 
would find that during the sum­ 
mer months he would use the 
term, Eastern standard time. 
5. The bill would require all 
federal agencies, common car­ 
riers, and communications by 
wire or radio to use this time 
system. It is assumed that this 
would persuade all local com­ 
munities to adopt the new sys­ 
tem.

— My camel's name was Rosie 
and the dragoman who busted 
me onto the saddle and then 
had her gallop me p ast the 
p y ramids into foe desert is foe 
tattered remnant of fast dis­ 
ap p earing p rivate enterp rise in 
old Egy p t. 
President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser still p ermits the dragomen 
to run their camels and small 
traders to make a p rofit, but 
the militarily -controlled gov­ 
ernment Is swiftly wip ing our 
cap italism. Some call this "de­ 
sert socialism." But it is ra­ 
ther the destruction of busi­ 
nessmen and industrialists to 
p r e ve n t 
any 
indep endent 
thought or p olitical op p osition. 
History has p roved that coun­ 
ter-revolutions come from the 
middle class, not the bedraggled 
p roletariat, and President Nas­ 
ser wants to keep his own 
revolution intact. 
Thus, virtually unnoticed by 
the p eop les of the West, the 
p owerful Arab leader, Presi­ 
dent Nasser, Is setting a p re­ 
cedent for Moslem lands in 
which live over 300 million 
p eop le. 
In Egy p t he has taken over 
all utilities, all transp ortation, 
virtually all big industry , 85 
p er cent of all commerce, all 
foreign trade, and Is restrict­ 
ing the ex it of his citizenry so 
that only a handful can leave 
the country .

But the news­ 
men wants to report just speci­ 
fically what the candidate In­ 
tends to do to achieve peace. 
Often he either gets a stiff 
•no comment,* or another long 
dissertation that explains no­ 
thing. So, what does he do. He 
writes the candidate is In favor 
of peace, promises peace, but 
has no plan to achieve it. The 
feathers then hit the fan. This 
is termed biased reporting.

reading a 
speech before the Hibernian 
Chowder Society will say, *we 
will use our Influence to unite 
Ulster to Ireland* and then sen­ 
sing great apathy, will reach for 
a burst of applause by adding,

That comment, reported, Im­ 
mediately brings charges of 
•misquote*. Fortunately news 
media owners understand th e 
facts of political life or the 
profession of reporting would 
be as transient as a migra­ 
tory fruit picker.

This is what the Chinese have j 
been telling the Russians — i 
namely, that you can’t trust the 
Capitalist West and that the 
United States at heart wants 
war.

But it is ra­ 
ther the destruction of busi­ 
nessmen and industrialists to

History has proved that coun­ 
ter-revolutions come from the 
middle class, not the bedraggled 
proletariat, and President Nas­ 
ser wants to keep his own 
revolution intact. 
Thus, virtually unnoticed by 
the peoples of the West, the 
powerful Arab leader, Presi­ 
dent Nasser, is setting a pre­ 
cedent for Moslem lands in 
which live over 300 million 
people. 
In Egypt he has token over 
all utilities, all transportation, 
virtually all big industry, 85 
per cent of all commerce, all 
foreign trade, and is restrict­ 
ing the exit of his citizenry so 
that only a handful can leave 
the country. 
Until recently it was possible 
tQl a land owner to operate 
200 acres. This was changed 
to 100 acres, and then to 100 
acres a family, regardless of 
the size of the fomily. 
, 
In effect, the government now 
*- owns everything of value rang­ 
ing from toe assembling of autos 
and TV sets to the newspapers. 
Under this brand of Arab so­ 
cialism, President Nasser ap­ 
points a national association 
for each industry, i.e., textiles, 
publishing, department stores, 
hotels, household appliances, 
etc. 
In turn, toe association names 
four “ management” men to a 
nine-man board to run each 
shop, mill, factory, store and 
n e w s p a p e r . 
The workers 
“ elect” four others to the 
board and President Nasser 
names toe chairman. These 
boards make all policy for the 


government is the people, so 
why should the people strike 
against themselves. Ifthewold- 
catters should continue to be so 
inconsiderate of this Egyptian 
socialism, there always Is the 
army to settle matters. 
Whether or not President Nas­ 
ser realizes it, there is a touch 
of Peronism about all this. The 
Egyptian leader is putting his 
secondary power structure into 
the hands of his labor leaders. 
He starts at the top by making 
cabinet members out of them. 
His Minister of Labor is Anwar 
Salama, former chief of the 
United Arab Republic Federa­ 
tion of Labor and ex-head of 
the oil workers. The current 
president of the oil workers 
union, who also doubles as the 
vice-president of the UAR Fed­ 
eration of Labor, is All Said 
All. Nasser has made him a 
minister without portfolio and a 
member of the Joint Presiden­ 
tial Council of Egypt and Iraq. 
I had a long talk with the 
present head of the labor fed­ 
eration, Ahmed Fahim, and ask­ 
ed him how a labor movement 
fares under such socialism. 
Mr. Fahim, a genial fellow 
given to placing his hand on 
his heart and displaying anger 
only when the subject of Israel 
arose, explained that he can 
get “ anything I want from the 
government.” 
He said he was one of the 
185 labor and farm workers 
whom Nasser has placed in 
the National Assembly. Fur­ 
thermore, he is a sort of Adam 
Clayton Powell because he Is 
head of the Labor Committee 
in the assembly. He pointed out 
that at least 25 per cent of 
all net profits In most busines­ 
ses are given to the workers 
as a bonus at the epd of the 
year. In toe newspaper busi­ 
ness, the bonus comes to 50 
per cent. 
There is a dues checkoff and 
unionism 
is compulsory for 
government employes. 
The government favors this 
unionism because it channels 
all unrest through the unions, 
which are led by such loyal 
Nasser men as Fahim and AIL 
Thus it becomes apparent that 
the old Latin-American pattern 
is being used in the UAR. The 
army builds a labor movement 
and gives the people more than 
they had under the dissolute 
King Farouk, who had so many 
palaces he lost count of them. 
Capitalism is crushed. Free en­ 
terprise Is routed. The chance 
individual enterprise. They net- 
physical oppo- 
tie wages, hours, prices, akek- 
aging, 
• models, ' prefects. 
production- 
nurftMnf 
If there is s disagreement, Mr. 
Nasser's chairman settles the 
quarrel, after first determin­ 
ing governmer* policy. 
Are there striked? Well, yes 
and no. R depends on whom 
you ask. There are woldcat 
walkouts, but the national labor 
leaders hurry out to the plants 
to explain to the workers that, 
after all, the government now 
operates everything, and the 


sltion is wiped out. 
There is no doubt that this 
combination has given Presi­ 
dent Nasser absolute Internal 
power. There also Is no doubt 
the UAR leaders see this “ de­ 
sert socialism” a s giving 
the base for industrialization 
and militarisation sufficient to* 
crush the modern state of Is­ 
rael. In Egypt one is remind­ 
ed of this in virtually every 
conversation. You cornu away 
sadly convinced that 
will attempt it -■ 
many think.

average check of $66.20, the 
total for the month being $14,- 
629 in the county. 
New Madrid county had 90 per­ 
sons on the pension for the 
blind list and each received $75 
a month for a total of $6750.

NEW YORK (AP) — Many an 
executive has been taking bows 
for holding to a conservative 
policy that has kept the business 
upswing from developing dan­ 
gerous excesses. But maybe it’s 
a machine that should be taking 
them for him. 
Some of these gadgets can cut 
to minutes the supply and ship­ 
ping processes that used to take 
day s. And that, say the compu­ 
ter’s 
friends, 
Is 
a 
chief 
reason industry has amazed 
the experts by holding stocks 
to a minimum when prosperity 
was brusting out all over. Cus­ 
tomers can find out faster, so 
cumbersome 
inventories are 
out of sty le. 
A flour company, for exam­ 
ple, links its 128 plants and 
branch offices with a computer 
sy stem that each night gathers 
and processes all company in­ 
formation. In the morning it of­ 
fers a full analy sis of sales and 
inventory — both how much and 
where. 
At the same time a grocery 
store chain uses its own compu­ 
ter network to check stocks in 
all outlets. This is punched out 
and fed directly into the flour 
company’s sy stem. Whatever 
one of the chain store’s outlets 
can be supplied at once to the 
closest of the chain’s 22 ware­ 
houses from the flour compa. 
ny*s nearest source. That cuts 
the' need for huge stocks and 
log shipping-lead times. 
Economists first noted that 
inventories actually dropped in 
the early months of this y ear 
and then rose only modestly 
during the spring industrial 
spurt. 
Now the Department of Com­ 
merce reports that in June total 
factory stocks actually slipped 
by $150 million, with the decline 
concentrated in finished goods, 
“ continuing a very cautious in­ 
ventory policy.” 
True, but here is an example 
of how a machine can follow 
that policy and customers still 
be served more quickly than 
ever. 
Once it took three to five days 
and much clerical work to pro­ 
cess an order for an electric 
motor from a Texas district of­ 
fice through the Westinghouse 
Electric’s Pittsburgh base. Now 
in just 4Vi minutes the Texas 
branch can do this: order the 
motor by teletype through its 
computer center 
near Pitts­ 
burgh; have the motor located, 
the inventory record adjusted, 
word sent to a designated facto­ 
ry to restock; ascertain the list 
price, trade discount and the 
state sales tax; have an invoice 
typed and an order sent to the 
right warehouse by wire. This 
order comes off the teletype 
with bill of lading, labels al­ 
ready addressed for the carton, 
and the location of the stock bin 
In which the motor will be 
found. 
Whether it is computers or top 
executive judgment, if invento- 
ries stay conservative in rela­ 
tion to sales, many of the pulse- 
takers of the present business 
expansion will be happy.

* I am not a party man. 1 can­ 
not believe that any one party

But what I do believe, and 
helievc without qualification, is 
that as a responsible American 
I must vote . . . and vote for the 
qian I think can do the best job 
in the office for which he is 
running.

To regard it otherwise would 
be a betrayal of the ideals of 
our country.

price, trade discount and the 
state sales tax; have an invoice 
typed and an order sent to the 
right warehouse by wire. This 
order comes off the teletype 
with bill of lading, labels al­ 
ready addressed for the carton, 
and the location of the stock bin 
In which the motor will be 
found. 
Whether it is computers or top 
executive judgment, it invento­ 
ries stay conservative in rela­ 
tion to sales, many of thepulse- 
takers of the present business 
expansion will be happy.

At the dinner table, it's salt, a 
vital element for human and an­ 
imal existence. 
And It may prove to be the 
best insulator between man and 
one of his most potentially dan> 
the resl&ie from "burning" 
uranium. 
At the deactivated Carey Salt 
Co. mine here, scientists from 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., national lab­ 
oratories are preparing for a 
demonstration unique in Amer­ 
ican science. They hope to prove 
that defunct salt mines are ade­ 
quate graveyards for nuclear 
fission products, the excrement 
of atomic reactors. 
Fleming Empson, in charge of 
the Lyons project for Union Car­ 
bide Corp., sees the problem of 
disposal as more than an inter­ 
esting scientific question: 
"Basically, it's a moral prob­ 
lem. Man is now producing a 
substance which could potential­ 
ly destroy his environment. It 
(atomic waste) has a life span 
which will outlive society as we 
know it today. Our problem is 
to isolate It from man and his 
environment - to render it 
harmless." 
The idea that salt might be 
used to entomb highly radioac­ 
tive wastes was first considered 
at a meeting of scientists at 
Then the problem was the 
safe disposal of liquid, not sol­ 
id, wastes.

take, the Roman Catholic pontiff 
wrote: 
"Regarding the great and uni­ 
versal question of world peace, 
we say at once that we shall 
feel it specially incumbent upon 
us 
not merely to devote a 
watchful and understanding in­ 
terest, but also to entertain a 
m ore assiduous and efficacious 
concern. 
"T his will be, of course, with­ 
in the lim its of our m inistry 
and so utterly divorced from 
purely temporal interests and 
strictly political form s, but it 
will be eager to make its con­ 
tribution in educating mankind 
to sentiments and ways of act­ 
ing 
contrary to violent and 
deadly conflict, and in fostering 
rational 
and civilized agree­ 
ments for peaceful relations be­ 
tween nations. 
"W e shall also be solicitous 
to help by proclaiming higher 
human principles that should 
serve to temper the passions 
and selfishness from 
which 
arm ed conflicts spring, and pro­ 
mote the harmonious relations 
and fruitful collaboration of all 
peoples, and we shall be ready 
to intervene, where an oppor­ 
tunity presents itself, in order 
to assist the contending parties 
to find honorable and fraternal 
solutions for their disputes." 
The Pope also proposed a 
joint discussion with non-Chris­ 
tian religions, aimed at defend­ 
ing common ideals. 
The 14,000-word encyclical- 
a letter to Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops around the world — put 
down "practical guidelines" for 
Paul's 13-month-old pontificate.

U. S. May 
Overhaul Its 
Time System 


By SAN LEY MEISLER 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
words "daylight saving tim e" 
and Am erica's crazy-qullt time 
system may t>e on the way out. 
A House Commerce subcom­ 
mittee will take up and likely 
approve a bill Tuesday that 
overhauls the U.S. time system 
and attempts to bring order out 
of what the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission calls "in ­ 
creasing chaos" in American 
time. 
A sim ilar bill was approved 
by the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee. No public opposition has 
arisen so far, and there just 
may be enough time left to push 
the btl through Congress before 
the session ends. 
Basically the bill would setup 
uniform areas that would move 
their clocks ahead and back at 
the same times every year. For 
the most part, the bill would do 
away with situations in which 
one community is on standard 
time and the town next door on 
daylight time. 
According to testimony be­ 
fore the House subcommittee, 
the country has such situations 
galore. 
The bill now before Congress 
would try to end the nation's 
confusing time situations with 
these provisions: 


1. The United States, except 
for Alaska and Hawaii, would 
be divided as now into four 
zones: Eastern, central, moun­ 
tain, and Pacific. In addition, a 
new Atlantic zone would be 
created. This would be off the 
East Coast and not over any 
mainland at all. 
2. To save daylight in warm 
summer months, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would 
create a single subzone in each 
regular zone. This zone would 
be 
a 
geographic whole and 
would connect with the hill zone 
to the east. 
3. Daylight saving time would 
begin for all subzones on the 
last Sunday in April and end on 
the last Sunday in October. 
4. It would not be called day­ 
light saving time at a1 .Instead, 
the ICC would assign each sub­ 
zone to the full zone to the East. 
In other words, a person living 
in the central time subzone 
would find that during the sum­ 
m er months he would use the 
term , Eastern standard time. 
5. The bill would require all 
federal agencies, common car­ 
rie rs, and communications by 
wire or radio to use this time 
system. It is assum ed that this 
would persuade all local com­ 
munities to adopt the new sys­ 
tem.

His reply brought down the 
house.

The recent efforts by the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch to outline, 
in some detail, some of the pro - 
blerne feeing Southeast Mis­ 
souri and the segment of our 
population suffering from pov­ 
erty will get no rave review* 
from residents of th* Bootheel. 
But neither should the certes 
draw only critical comment. 
The newspaper, after all, said 
what has been said before, and 
said better, by those who ac­ 
tually live in and love this 
area of the state. It is impos­ 
sible to expect a city-raleed 
reporter to understand some 
complex problems facing this 
area in a three-day tour of 
the Bootheel. 
On the other hand, the news­ 
paper can hardly be excused for 
drawing some pat answers to 
these problems based on a tow 
articles and a few facts. 
The Post-Dispatch* has rea­ 
soned, with a great deal of ac­ 
curacy, that two projects need 
to be undertaken in the Boot­ 
heel: improved education and 
industrialization. But this con­ 
clusion comes with only a modi­ 
cum of editorial Intellect. 
For the latter, St. Louis has 
hardly set an example. The 
state’s largest city has beer 
losing Industry and industrial 
payrolls for more than a decade. 
Some of these industries have, 
because of local efforts, been 
brought to the Bootheel, where 
the labor market is better anc? 
where industry will not be na HT- 
strung by metropolitan myopia. 
The Bootheel is making pro­ 
gress in this field, but as all 
residents know, the pace is slow 
and hard, 
to the field of education, the 
Post-Dispatch would have been 
better advised to point to re­ 
cent advances in education. Un­ 
questionably, public education 
In Southeast Missouri is im­ 
proving at a faster rate than 
elsewhere in the state. This, 
too, can be traced to public 
awareness by local citizens. 
th e newspaper series touched, 
but too lightly in our opinion, 
on local efforts to assist those 
with alarmingly-low annual in­ 
comes. 
Mechanization, 
the 
P o s t - D i s p a t c h 
concluded 
caused the problem of poverty. 
This, of course, is an under­ 
standable but not altogether 
correct conclusion. It reveals 
how superficial the newspaper 
series actually was. The pro­ 
blem of poverty existed to a 
greater degree before mecha­ 
nization than after it.

Egypt Wiping Out Capitalism; 
Preparing ‘Desert Socialism' 
As Power Base For Destruc­ 
tion of Israel 


Cairo, United Arab Republic: 
-- My camel's name was Rosie 
and the dragoman who busted 
me onto the saddle and then 
had her gallop me past the 
pyramids into the desert is the 
tattered remnant of fast dis­ 
appearing private enterprise in 
old Egypt. 
President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser still permits the dragomen 
to run their camels and small 
traders to make a profit, but 
the militarily-controlled gov­ 
ernment is swiftly wiping our 
capitalism. Some call this "de­ 
sert socialism." But it is ra ­ 
ther the destruction of busi­ 
nessmen and industrialists to 
p r e v e n t 
any 
Independent 
thought or political opposition. 
History has proved that coun­ 
ter-revolutions come from the 
middle class, not the bedraggled 
proletariat, and President Nas­ 
ser wants to keep his own 
revolution intact. 
Thus, virtually unnoticed by 
the peoples of the West, the 
powerful Arab leader, Presi­ 
dent Nasser, is setting a pre­ 
cedent for Moslem lands in 
which live over 300 million 
people. 
In Egypt he has taken over 
all utilities, all transportation, 
virtually all big Industry, 85 
per cent of all commerce, all 
foreign trade, and Is restrict­ 
ing the exit of his citizenry so 
that only a handful can leave 
the country. 
Until recently it was possible 
for a land owner to operate 
200 acres. This was changed 
to IOO acres, and then to IOO 
acres a family, regardless of 
the size of the tonally. 
i 
In effect, the government now 
‘ owns everything of value rang­ 
ing from the assembling of autos 
and TV sets to the newspapers. 
Under this brand of Arab so­ 
cial ism, President Nasser ap­ 
points a national association 
for each Industry, I.e., textiles, 
publishing, department stores, 
hotels, household appliances, 
etc. 
In turn, the association names 
four "management" men to a 
nine-man board to run each 
shop, mill, factory, store and 
n e w s p a p e r . 
The workers 
"elect" 
four others to the 
board and President Nasser 
names the chairman. These 
boards make all policy for the 
individual enterprise. They set­ 
tle wages, hours, prices,jA ck- 
aging. 
models, 
prefects. 
production- 
-everything. 
If there is a disagreement, Mr. 
N asser's chairman settles tbs 
quarrel, after first ctotgrmla- 
ing govern mer4 policy. 
Are there straws? Well, yes 
and no. It depends on whom 
you ask. There are woldcat 
walkouts, but the national labor 
leaders hurry out to the plants 
to explain to the workers that, 
alter all, the government now 
operates everything, and the 


government Is the people, so 
why should the people strike 
against themselves. Ifthewold- 
catters should continue to be so 
inconsiderate of this Egyptian 
socialism, there always is the 
army to settle matters. 
Whether or not President Nas­ 
ser realizes it, there is a touch 
of Peronism about all this. The 
Egyptian leader is putting his 
secondary power structure into 
the hands of his labor leaders. 
He starts at the top by making 
cabinet members out of them. 
His Minister of Labor isAnWar 
Salama, former chief of the 
United Arab Republic Federa­ 
tion of Labor and ex-head of 
the oil workers. The current 
president of the oil workers 
union, who also doubles as the 
vice-president of the UAR Fed­ 
eration of Labor, is All Said 
All. Nasser has made him a 
minister without portfolio anda 
member of the Joint Presiden­ 
tial Council of Egypt and Iraq. 
I had a long talk with the 
present head of the labor fed­ 
eration, Ahmed Fahim, and ask­ 
ed him how a labor movement 
fares under such socialism. 
Mr. Fahim, a genial fellow 
given to placing his hand on 
his heart and displaying anger 
only when the subject of Israel 
arose, explained that he can 
get "anything I want from the 
government." 
He said he was one of the 
185 labor and farm workers 
whom Nasser has placed in 
the National Assembly. Fur­ 
thermore, he is a sort of Adam 
Clayton Powell because he Is 
head of the Labor Committee 
In the assembly. He pointed out 
that at least 25 per cent of 
all net profits In most busines­ 
ses are given to the workers 
as a bonus at the end of the 
year. In the newspaper busi­ 
ness, the bonus comes to 50 
per cent. 
There is a dues checkoff and 
unionism 
is compulsory for 
government employes. 
The government favors this 
unionism because it channels 
all unrest through the unions, 
which are led by such loyal 
Nasser men as Fahim and All. 
Thus it becomes apparent that 
the old Latin-American pattern 
is being used in the UAR. The 
army builds a labor movement 
and gives the people more than 
they had under the dissolute 
King Farouk, who had so many 
palaces he lost count of them. 
Capitalism Is crushed. Free en­ 
terprise is routed. The chance 
os political or physical oppo­ 
sition is wiped out. 
There Is no doubt that this 
combination has given Presi­ 
dent Nasser absolute internal 
power. There also is no doubt 
the UAR leaders see this "de­ 
sert socialism" as giving them 
the base for industrialization 
and militarization sufficient to* 
crush the modern state of Is­ 
rael. to Egypt en* la remind­ 
ed of this in virtually every 
conversation. You come awa/ 
sadly convinced that Naamr 
will attempt it -- sooner than 
many think.

CONFESSIONS OF A COLUMNIST 
by Vent N e f f 


I am not a party man. I can­ 
not believe that any one p atty 
dias a monopoly on the t>est can­ 
didates for any government 
office. 
Nor. for that m atter, do I l>e- 
lieve that alf.the l>est candidates 
necessarily share my own per­ 
sonal political convictions. 
But what I do believe, and 
believe without qualification, is 
th a t as a responsible American 
I must vote . . . and vote for the 
man I think can do the best job 
in the office for which he is 
running. 
The privilege of casting my 
yea or nay is something I do 
not take lightly. My vote — or 
any vote- — is a serious m atter. 
To regard it otherwise would 
be a betrayal of the ideals of 
our country. 
This solemnity with which I 
approach the political process 
has more than once forced me 
to disagree with some whom I 
respect the most. 
For example, it seems to me 
that General Eisenhower has 
unw ittingly done considerable 
harm both to the principles he 
fien ds for and to the people he 
Wishes to help. 
I remember when the press 
turned to him during the Nixon- 
Kennedy election 
and asked 
what part of Mr. N ixon’s duties 
as vice president had originated 
with Mr. Nixon himself.

Salt Best 
Insulator

LYONS, Kan. (AP) — More 
than 1,000 feet into the earth's 
innards, two men kneel at a 
steel-lined hole. As they talk, 
lights from their helm ets chase 
each other acro ss walls of a 
glistening cavern. 
They a re surrounded by what 
chem ists call sodium chloride. 
At the dinner table, it's salt, a 
vital elem ent for human and an­ 
im al existence. 
And It may prove to be the 
best insulator between man and 
one of his most potentially dan­ 
dle residue from “ burning” 
uranium . 
At the deactivated Carey Salt 
Co. mine here, scientists from 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., national lab­ 
o rato ries a re preparing for a 
dem onstration unique in Am er­ 
ican science. They hope to prove 
that defunct salt mines aread e- 
quate graveyards for nuclear 
fission products, the excrem ent 
of atom ic reactors. 
Flem ing Empson, in charge of 
the Lyons project for Union C ar­ 
bide Corp., sees the problem of 
disposal as more than an inter­ 
esting scientific question: 
“ B asically, it's a moral prob­ 
lem . Man Is now producing a 
substance which could potential­ 
ly destroy his environm ent. It 
(atom ic waste) has a life span 
which will outlive society as we 
know It today. Our problem Is 
to isolate It from man and his 
environm ent - to render It 
h arm less.” 
The Idea that salt might be 
used to entomb highly radioac­ 
tive wastes was first considered 
at a meeting of scientists ai. 
Then the problem was the 
safe disposal of liquid, not sol­ 
id, w astes.
